WASHINGTON — (United Press) 


—If Isle Royale, a virgin island in 
the heart of Lake Superior, becomes 
a natloaal recreatoin area, 6ne of the 
dreams of Secretary of the Interior 
Work will be realised. 


Steps have already been taken by 


the secretary to procure the Island 
for national park, purposes.

HIS funny story went the rounds in America generations 


ago when the leading political parties were the Whigs 


and Tones. At a political meeting, a Tory proudly stood up 
and announced his political faith. Being asked why he was a 
Tory, he answered: "Because my father was one before ine." 


"And 
why was your father a Tory?" 


"Because my grandfather was." 
"Huh!" grunted the Whig. "If your father and grandfather 


had both been fools, what would you be?" 


"A Whig," the Tory answered sweetly. 
Political parties for many years were automatically per- 


petuated because the average voter "passed on" his political 
faith to his children. Boys, raised in a Republican home, nat- 
urally became Republicans. So with Democrats. 


Probably this was because politics was taken more serious- 


ly in the old days. Voten* were gullible, believed everything 
the platform orators told them. They worked themselves, into 
frenzies around election time — inarched miles in torchlight 
processions, ever ready io fight with fists and bricks in support 
of their party's candidates. In this atmosphere, a Republican 
father taught his boys that Democrats were Satanic. Demo- 
cratic pas said the same of their rivals. 


Politics isn't taken as seriously now. Average intelligence 


is higher. Voters think more for themselves. And, too, the 
old-time elections were somewhat in the nature of national 
drunkm debauches, even long before General Harrison's "hard 
cider" campaign, when liquor was served free in thousands of 
log cabins specially erected all over the country by spell- 
binders. 


When women got the vote, there was rvuch speculation as 


to how many would be influenced by their husbands, in ballot- 
ing. No way of answering this question in a broad sense, of 
course. But all of us know households where husband and wife 
Tote opposite tickets, automatically canceling each other's 
Tote. 


It's claimed now, by many politicians who keep tab be- 


hind the scenes, that the political belief of husbands is steadily 
less and less powerful in influencing wives' votes. 


The Interesting possibility rises, that a peculiar new period 


of history is at hand, in which children will have their political 
faith educated into them by their mothers, just as fathers used 
to guide their sons. At any rate, tho average mother has a lot 
more influence with the children than father has.

But l*t us consider the great Book 


of Proverbs. Solomon's chief contribu- 
tion to the literature of the world. 


If I may b« pardoned a personal 


reference, my father, as devout 
a 


man as over lived, early impressed 
upon my youthful mind and heart 
the value of Solomon's advice. 
He 


would call me in from work a little 
before noon to read and comment on 
a chapter in Proverbs. 


I am afraid that I did not always 


appreciate the priceless wisdom of the 
book from which he read. But when 
he died, just after 
I 
reached my 


twentieth year, I recalled his interest 
in the words of Colomon and read 
Proverbs thru once a month for a 
year—an easy task since there are 
just thirty-one chapters in the book. 


I so fully share in the high 
esti- 


mate that he placed upon Proverbs 
that I have lost no opportunity 
to 


commend them to young men. 


The proverb," like the epigram, is 


valuable because it says a great deal 
in a few words. It puts truth in Its 
most effective form because it can be 
easily remembered. 


Note Solomon's enumeration of the; 
seven things that are an abomination 
to the Lord; they read as if they were 
written this very day: 


"A proud look, a lying tongue, and 


hands that shed innocent blood; An 
heart that deviseth wicked imagin- 
ations, feet that be swift in running 
to mischief, a 
false witness that 


speaketh lies, and he that soweth dis- 
cord among brethren." 


He Is specific in advice and warns 


against all the 
temptations 
which 


man has to meet. He is especially 
emphatic in his denunciation ot im- 
morality: 


"For th« lips of a strange woman 


drop as an honeycomb, and her mouth 
Is smoother than oil: 


"But 
her end is bitter as worm- 


wood, sharp as a two-edged sword.
